For those students tht are me- 
chanically inclined, Hammond High offers the Indus- 
trial Arts program. In this program a student can 
choose from two areas of study: Woodshop or Me- 
chanical Drawing. 

In Woodshop a student gets hands-on experience 
with machinery such as the lathe and the radial arm saw. 
The projects began simple, starting off with a wooden 
paddle. As the students gain more confidence and ex- 
perience, the projects became increasingly complex un- 
til students were seen carrying home coffee tables and 
cabinets toward the end of the school year. 

The Mechanical Drawing class is ideal for those stu- 
dents that want to pursue a career in architecture. In 
the class students were required to design their own 
blueprints. This year it was also offered as an alternative 
fine arts credit. 

So, all of those mechanically inclined students out 
there, just pick up a saw or a pencil and hop down to the 
Industrial Arts Department. It’s a great experience.

In this class, 
the focus is on life. The topic is broad, so students learn 
about all kinds of life, including plant life and human 
life. For those students that enjoyed this class, they have 
the opportunity to continue their studies in Biology 3-4. 
For the past two years, this class has been taught by Miss 
DeYoung first semester and by Mr. Hayden second 
semester. As a part of Mr. Hayden’s class, students went 
on a field trip to the Dunes. There they did plant and 
animal population studies in three different environ- 
ments of the Dunes: the beach, the blowout, and the 
forest. It wasn’t all work, though. The students had the 
opportunity to relax and check out the scenery. 

If biology doesn’t catch a student’s interest, there is 
also chemistry. In this class there is a great deal of lab 
work, so students have the chance to see for themselves 
what their books tell them. For those students that 
enjoyed the regular chemistry class or are looking to be 
challenged, there is AP Chemistry, which is a college 
level course. This class is more difficult than the regular 
class, as it has to prepare students for the AP exam at 
the end of the year. 


Hammond High also offers physical science and phys- 
ics. Physical science touches the surface of the other 
natural sciences such as physics, chemistry, and astron- ' 
omy. Physics is an intense course that deals with matter 
and energy. It is an ideal course if a student plans on | 
becoming an engineer. One highlight was the Physics 
Open House at I.U. Bloomington in October. There 
the students had the opportunity to talk with physicists 
and to see some of the advanced equipment they use. 
The physics class also attended a Physics Day at Great 
America on May 9,1994. There physics students from 
around the area met together to learn about more 
about physics in workshops throughout the park. It 
wasn’t all work and no play, however, because the 
students had a chance to ride some of the rides. 

Last but not least, there is earth science. The focus of 
this class is the earth. The students have an oportunity 
to learn about meteorolgy, oceanography, and astron- 
omy. 

It’s obvious that no matter ehat your interests are, 
there is a science class just right for you and that will 
satisfy your interests. So open up your mind and find 
out what the world of science can teach you.
